REPORT   OF   THE   TRUSTEES.

Sir, —  In  compliance  with  the  ordinances,  the  trustees 
of  the  Boston  City  Hospital  present  the  following  report 
of  its  condition  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1931: 

This  is  the  ^jxty^eightli  annual  report  of  the  Hospital 
Department  which  consists  of  the  Main  Hospital,  the 
South  Department  for  contagious  diseases,  the  Sana- 
torium Division,  the  Haymarket  Square  Relief  Station, 
the  East  Boston  Relief  Station,  the  Convalescent  Home 
in  Dorchester  and  the  West  Department. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  was  organized  on  May  8, 1931, 
by  the  election  of  Mr.  Joseph  P.  Manning  as  president 
and  Dr.  Henry  S.  Rowen  as  secretary. 

In  May,  Mr.  Joseph  P.  Manning  was  reappointed  to 
the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  term  ending  April  30, 
1936. 

Expenditures. 

The  total  expenditures  for  all  departments  of  the 
Hospital,   excepting   the   Sanatorium   Division,   during 
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the  fiscal  year  were  $3,157,641.82.  Of  the  total  operat- 
ing expenses  $2,381,824.61  was  expended  upon  the 
hospital  proper  and  its  subdivisions;  $255,705.36  on 
account  of  the  Out-Patient  Department;  $351,933.44 
on  account  of  the  South  Department;  $93,344.84  on 
account  of  the  Haymarket  Square  Relief  Station; 
$48,390.56  on  account  of  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station; 
$20,707.68  on  account  of  the  Convalescent  Home  and 
$5,735.33  for  the  West  Department.  Of  the  amount 
spent  on  Pathological  Laboratory,  $51,136.27,  $43,977.19 
is  included  in  the  hospital  proper  expenditures,  $2,045.45 
in  the  Out-Patient  Department  and  $5,113.63  in  the 
South  Department  expenditures.  The  entire  amount 
spent  on  the  Thorndike  Memorial  Laboratory, 
$87,439.89,  is  included  in  the  hospital  proper  expendi- 
tures. Of  the  total  amount  spent  on  the  X-Ray  and 
Photographic  Department,  $109,240.06,  $53,527.63  is 
charged  to  the  hospital  proper  and  $55,712.43  to  the 
Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the  total  amount  spent 
on 'the  Department  of  Physical  Therapeutics,  $28,445.21, 
$5,120.14  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper,  $23,040.62 
to  the  Out-Patient  Department  and  $284.45  to  the  South 
Department.  Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Depart- 
ment of  Immunology,  $6,305.89,  $126.12  is  charged  to 
the  hospital  proper,  $6,053.65  to  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment and  $126.12  to  the  South  Department.  Of  the 
amount  spent  on  the  Clinical  Laboratories,  $28,417.64, 
$26,712.58  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper  and  $1,705.06 
to  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the  amount  spent 
on  the  Department  of  Surgical  Research,  $11,783.93, 
$8,837.95  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper  and  $2,945.98 
to  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the  amount  spent 
on  the  Department  of  Oral  Surgery,  $2,382.03,  $714.61 
is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper  and  $1,667.42  to  the 
Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the  amount  spent  on 
the  Department  of  Social  Work,  $29,602.09,  $14,801.05 
is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper,  $14,357.01  to  the 
Out-Patient  Department  and  $444.03  to  the  South 
Department.  Of  the  amount  spent  in  ascertaining 
the  settlement  of  patients,  $2,189.89,  $2,080.40  was 
spent  on  the  hospital  proper  and  $109.49  on  the  South 
Department. 

In  Table  No.  2  the  expenditures  on  the  hospital 
proper  and  the  South  Department  are  combined  under 
the  title  "Main  Hospital."

Alterations  to  Old  Administration  Building  and 
to  Gate  Lodge,  South  Department. 

The  contract  for  this  was  awarded  to  John  Bowen 
Company  as  one  contract  on  June  23,  1931.  The 
cost  of  the  entire  work,  including  architects'  fees,  was 
$16,838.15.  There  was  no  special  appropriation  granted 
for  this  and  so  it  was  paid  out  of  regular  hospital  appro- 
priation. The  contract  was  completed  and  accepted 
August  17,  1931. 

The  Old  Administration  Building  has  since  been 
used  as  temporary  wards  for  children  awaiting  the 
completion  of  the  new  Children's  Pavilion. 
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The  alterations  in  the  South  Department  Lodge 
consisted  in  the  construction  of  a  laboratory,  the  first 
laboratory  the  South  Department  has  had. 

South  Department  Buildings,  Remodeling,  etc. 

The  contract  for  this  work,  started  by  the  John 
Bowen  Company  in  1930,  was  completed  and  accepted 
April  23,  1931. 

The  original  appropriation  of  $80,000  granted  on 
February  5,  1930,  was  rescinded  on  December  15,  1931, 
and  limited  to  $72,000.

On  December  31,  1929,  the  contract  for  installation 
of  engine  generator  set  in  the  Power  Plant  was  awarded 
to  Ames  Iron  Works.  This  contract  was  completed 
and  accepted  May  27,  1930.

An  appropriation  of  $125,000  granted  on  November 
4,  1931,  was  expended  on  December  7,  1931,  for  pur- 
chase of  land  and  building  at  the  corner  of  Massachu- 
setts avenue  and  Albany  street,  the  site  of  the  Curtis 
&  Pope  Lumber  Company.  This  land  will  be  used 
for  the  new  Laundry  Building,  plans  for  which  are  well 
under  way.
